Then-  in  much  in  the  editorial  of 
your  last  issue  to  command  the  assent 
of  all  reader*.  There  art  alnu  some 
<>jiiui->ii»  expressed  which  will  not  he 
no  generally  accepted.  One  |>ara- 
gfraph,  however,  xh  so  true  that  it  will 
l»-ar  relating.  You  say  : 

Even  parents  so  soi.loiu  \iait  the 
schools  except  at  the  cloning  exercise, 
as  to  leave  the  impression  in  teachers 
UiUsla,  that  they  are  instructing  or¬ 
phan  children.  Meetings  for  the  vot- 
mg  of  money,  and  the  reading  of  re- 
jjort*  are  hut  slightly  attended.  Dis¬ 
cussion  is  out  of  the  question,  for 
there  are  nv*  ideas  to  receive  or  conx- 
Imt .  an* l  the  trustees  are  left  to  grope 
.in  the  dark  in  satisfying  the  needs  of 
the  community. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  par- 
ents  should  visit  the  hcIm  k>1s.  They 
would,  thus,  encourage  the  teachers, 
and  could  form  intelligent  opinions 
nbout  their  work.  As  it  is,  the  pre 
vailing  ideas  about  tlie  schools  are  de¬ 
rived  from  what  the  children  report. 
And  while  children  may  intern!  to  give 
a  correct  account,  in  most  cases  neith¬ 
er  their  jmlgmdSt  nor  their'  knowl¬ 
edge  enables  them  to  do  so.  . 

The  Trustees  have  a  right  to  com¬ 
plain  of  the  small  attendance  at  the 
"*  “  meetings  for  voting  of  money  and 
reading  of  reports.”  These  meetings 
are  the  only  occasions  when  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  trustees  come  together ; 
and  they  occur  but  twice  a  year.  If 
any  of  the  citizens  are  not  satitied 
with  the  management  of  the  schools, 
then  is  the  time  for  them  to  express 
it.  If  they  do  not  attend  these  meet¬ 
ings  they  have  no  right  to  complain 
of  anything  in  the  school  management. 

The  Trustees  will  hardly  thank  you 
for  saying  that  they  are  “  left  to  grope 
in  the  dark  in  satisfying  the  needs  of 
the  community.”  They  have  been 
elected  to  their  office  because  they  are 
supposed  to  understand  those  needs. 
To  them  have  been  committed  the 
children  to  educate ;  they  have,  or 
should  have,  definite  ideas  of  the  work 
to  be  done, — the  chief  ends  in  view, 
ami  all  the  steps  necesdhry  to  those 
ends. 

Still  it  is  only  right  that  the  people 
should  attend  the  school  meetings  in 
large  numbers,  and  express  their 
views  .of  the  way  in  which  the  schools 
are  managed.  Perhaps  the  Trustees 
are  ahead  of  the  people  in  their  ideas 
of  what  should  be  taught,  and  the 
methods  of  teaching  it.  Perhaps  the 
people  are  ahead  of  the  Trustees.  A 
full  and  free  discussion  will  do  good 
to  both  parties. 

Let  there,  then,  be  a  large  turn  out 
at  the  next  school  meeting,  and  a  full 
and  free  discussion  of  the.school  mat¬ 
ters.

Kdilor  Citizen  : 

Don’t  you  think  it  is  time  Bloom 
field  had  a  change  of  management  in 
regard  to  the  issue  ami  enforcement 
of  ordinances  regulating  the  use  of 
sitle walks  ?.  There  is  hardly  an  even 

ing  and  never  a  Sunday  that  citizens 
are  not  annoyed  and  ladies  insulted 
by  some  disorderly  loafers  or  half 
drunken  rowdies  obstructing  the  cor¬ 
ners  and  sidewalks,  yet  they  are  sel 
dom  arrested  or  even  molested  in 
their  “rights.”  While  such  annoy¬ 
ances  and  outrages  are  constantly  be¬ 
ing  complained  of,  another  matter, 
not  complained  of* by  anybody,  has 
come  to  lie  (in  they  eyes  of  one  man) 
an  offence  Ixeside  which  burglary  is 
nothing.  Therefore,  it  appears, 
imagining  the  Bloomfield  Cyclers 
to  be  a  kind  of  Jesse  James  Club, 
instead  of  the  res jiec table,  law  abiding 
and  courteous  young  gentlemen  that 
they  are,  some  one  must  make  of 
them  an  example  of  law  lessness.  •  On 
the  4th  of  J uly  one  these  young  men 
was  grabbed  up  by  a  constable  for  an 
alleged  infraction  of  the  ordinance 
that  classifies  bicycling  with  Sunday 
horse-racing.

Yet  he  was  arrest¬ 
ed  by  a  brace  of  officers,  taken  before 
a  “justice”  who,  against  all  law  and 
decency,  imposed  a  fine.  The  whole 
transaction  was  an  outrage,  inspired, 
it  is  generally  well  known,  by  the  mis¬ 
taken  zeal  of  a  single  member  of  the 
Town  Council,  besides  whom  there  is

Progressive  Neighbors  on 
the  South. 

On  Friday  evening  the  first  mat. 
the  members  of  the  recently  organized 
Franklin  District  Improvement  Asso 
nation  met  in  the  new  building  near 
the  comer  of  Dodd  and  Prospect 
street.  The  officers  of  the  society  are 
as  follows  :  President  Mr.  James  Gil 
more ;  rice-presii  lent,  Mr.  John  Mol 
ler ;  secretary,  Mr.  Lament  Stillwell; 
treasurer,  Mr.  Alonzo  G.  Hyde.  The 
objects  of  the  society  are  “  to  encour¬ 
age  and  stimulate  local  and  general 
improvement.”  The  following  mat¬ 
ters  of  general  interest  were  discussed 
and  acted  upon  at  the  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Drainage  and 
Sewerage  rej*>rted  that  .the  Town 
Committee  had  promised  to  speedily 
remove  the  building  known  as  the 
Italian  Shanty.  This  obnoxious  build 
ing  is  at  present  situated  bn  Norman 
street  and  is  occupied  by  the  gang  of 
Italians  employed  in  constructing  the 
sewers.  The  removal  of  this  building 
has  long  been  desired. 

The  association  desire  also  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  general  public  to 
the  results  to  be  obtained  by  organiz 
ed  effort.  A  suggestion  that  measures 
be  taken  to  secure  telegraphic  com 
in  unication  to  and  from  this  vicinity 
was  the  subject  t<f  much  discussion. 
On  motion  the  Railroad  ami  Tele¬ 
graph  Committee  were  instructed  to 
ascertain  what  arrangements  could  lie 
made  with  the  telegraph  company. 
The  removal  of  the  coop  once  used  by* 
the  flagman  at  the  Prospect  street  cros¬ 
sing  of  the  M.  &  G.  L.  R.  It.  also  the 
improving  ami  beautifying  the  ground 
surrounding  the  Prospect  street  De¬ 
pot  were  matteis  referred  to  the  prop¬ 
er  commit  tiee. 

The  construction  of  suitable  cross¬ 
walks,  the  proper  repair  of  the  roads 
dug  up  in  constructing  the  sewers, 
were  matters  referred  to  the  Street  and 
and  Sidewalk  Committee.  Consider 
iliscussion  ensued  with  regard  to  the 
pollution  of  the  water  in  the  brook 
running  in  the  neighborhood.  Acting 
un  the  suggestions  of  Councilimui 
David  Wilson  the  matter  was  referred 
tp  the  projxer  committee  with  instruc 
tions  to  investigate  and  report  the 
matter  to  the  Board  of  Health  at  its 
next  meeting. 

A  deep  interest  was  manifested  in 
the  discussion  of  a  question  concern 
ing  the  administration  W  the  Franklin 
District  Public  SchoolA  The  matter 
was  referred  to  a  committee  for  a 
thorough  investigation. 

It  was  decided  to  rent  the  School 
house  wherein  to  hold  future  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association.
